172-A after the existing paragraph No. 172 pertaining to 100 
per cent export-oriented units in the said import policy, as 
in the annexure to this Public Notice.

Annexure to Public Notice No. 3<FITC(PN)/8i, dated 
tba Sth June, 1981 

Supplies made in India to 100 per cent export-oriented 
units. 

172-A(1) Supplies of capital goods, raw materials, coui- 
poneots and spares to 100 per cent export-oriented 
units in India will be eligible for import replenish¬ 
ment licences in accordance with the import policy 
for Registered Exporters provided :— 

(a) the goods supplied have been manufactured in 

India; 

(b) the supplies have been made at international 
price; and 

(c) the supplier is a Registered Exporter and is other¬ 
wise eligible to the import replenishment licence 
under the policy in force. 

(2) The supplier’s relevant invoice in such cases should 
be got endorsed by the customs authority to the 
effect that the goods covered by the invoice have 
been received by the 100 per cent export-oriented 
unit concerned, giving the name and address of that 
unit. 

(3) Where the buyer unit concerned has an import lic¬ 
ence for import of the same goods, the customs 
authority endorsing the involve will also debit the 
import licence making it invalid for direct imports 
of goods to the extent procured locally. 

(4) The goods obtained locally under this provision, 

whether against an import licence or otherwise, 
shall be included in the account to be furnished 
by the unit to the licensing authority at the end 
of each financial year, as laid dawn in sub-para 
172(7) above. 

(5) The goods thus obtained locally shall be used for 
export production in accordance with the provisions 
laid down for 100 per cent export-oriented units. 

(6) The supplier of the goods can claim import repleni¬ 
shment licences under the import policy for Regis¬ 
tered Exporters against such supplies. Import appli¬ 
cations should be made to the licensing authorities 
concerned in the prescribed form and manner. The 
application should be supported by th c following 
documents :— 

(i) Chailan for the requisite amount towards appli¬ 

cation fee. 

(ii) Supplier’s invoice duly endorsed by the customs 
authority to the effect that the goods covered by 
the invoice have been received by the buyer unit 
concerned. 

(iii) Evidence to show that the supplies have been 
made at international price. Such evidence may 
be in the form of a bank certificate showing the 
unit for value of goods of similar! description 
exported by the applicant during the same quar¬ 
ter. The licensing authority may also accept any 
other evidence to it satisfaction. 

(iv) A statement of exports in the form prescribed in 
the Hand Book for Import-Export Procedures 
for 1981-82. 

(v) The value on which REP licence will be admis¬ 
sible will be “FOR destination”. 

Applications based on such supplies should be made sepa¬ 
rately and not included in the claim based on physical ex¬ 
ports. 
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
